HIGHLIGHTS 

SUGARCANE  GRINDING  OPERATIONS  OF  THE  197^-72  CROP  BEGAN  AT  CENTRAL 
ROIG  ON  DECEMBER  6,  1971  AND  ENDED  ON  JULY  24,  1972  AT  CENTRAL 
GUANICA,  LASTING,  AVERAGEWISE,  157  DAYS*  FIFTEEN  MILLS  WERE  ACTIVE 

IN  1972* 

THE  TOTAL  GROSS  WEIGHT  OF  THE  SUGARCANE  GROUND,  EXCLUDING  SMALL 
QUANTITIES  GROUND  FOR  BAGASSE  AND  MOLASSES,  WAS  4,445,190  TONS. 
AFTER  MAKING  ADJUSTMENTS  FOR  EX-TOLERANCE  EXTRANEOUS  MATTER,  THIS 
QUANTITY  WAS  REDUCED  TO  A NET  WEIGHT  OF  4,370,288  TONS. 

SUGAR  RECOVERY  AMOUNTED  TO  294, 8l7  TONS,  96*2  BASIS,  EQUIVALENT  TO 

298,095  TONS,  RAW  VALUE  BASIS. 

THE  AVERAGE  SUGAR  YIELD  FOR  THE  CROP  WAS  6*728  LBS.  PER  HUNDRED- 
WEIGHT OF  CANE  GROUND. 

COMPARING  1972  WITH  1971,  THERE  WAS  A REDUCTION  IN  THE  VOLUME  OF 
CANE  GROUND  OF  199,735  TONS,  EQUIVALENT  TO  4.4  PER  CENT?  SUGAR 
PRODUCTION  WENT  DOWN  25,689  TONS,  OR  8.0  PER  CENT?  THERE  WAS  A DROP 
IN  THE  RECOVERY  OF  SUGAR  OF  0.27  LBS.  PER  HUNDREDWEIGHT  OF  CANE 
GROUND,  AMOUNTING  TO  3*9  PER  CENT.  A DETAILED  ACCOUNT,  BY  MILLS 
AND  AGRICULTURAL  REGIONS,  OF  THE  END-RESULTS  OF  THE  SEASON  IS 
FURNISHED  ON  TABLE  1.

PROGRAMS  AUTHORIZED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  PUERTO  RICO,  I «,  E „ , (l)  THE 

PASTURE  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM,  AND  (it)  THE  COFFEE  REHABILITATION  PROGRAM, 

AN  AGREEMENT  HAS  BEEN  ENTERED  BETWEEN  THE  CARIBBEAN  AREA  ASCS  OFFICE  AND 
THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  OF  PUERTO  RICO  FOR  THE  JOINT  OPERATIONS  OF 
THE  THREE  PROGRAMS. 

FEDERAL  COST-SHARING  UNDER  REAP  WAS  MADE  AVAILABLE  TO  FARMERS  IN  THE  FORM 
OF  EITHER  CASH  PAYMENTS  OR  THROUGH  PURCHASE  ORDERS  FOR  CONSERVATION 
MATERIALS  OR  SERVICES.  UNDER  THE  CASH  PLAN,  THE  FARMER  PAYS  THE  TOTAL  COST 
OF  ESTABLISHING  THE  APPROVED  PRACTICES,  AND  HE  IS  LATER  REIMBURSED  FOR  THE 
GOVERNMENT'S  SHARE  OF  THE  COST.  UNDER  THE  PURCHASE  ORDER  PLAN,  THE  GOVERN- 
MENT'S COST-SHARE  IS  ADVANCED  THROUGH  A PURCHASE  ORDER.  THE  VENDOR  WHO 
FURNISHES  THE  MATERIAL  OR  SERVICE  BILLS  THE  GOVERNMENT  AND  RECEIVES  PAYMENT 
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FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT’S  SHARE  OF  THE  COST,  THE  FARMER  PAYS  THE  VENDOR  THE 
DIFFERENCE  BETWEEN  THE  AMOUNT  THE  GOVERNMENT  PAYS  AND  THE  TOTAL  COST  OF

TO  ASSURE  THE  MOST  EFFICIENT  AND  EFFECTIVE  USE  OF  AVAILABLE  FUNDS,  A 
STATE  REAP  INVESTMENT  PLAN  WAS  PREPARED  WHICH  POINTED  OUT  THE  MAJOR 
CONSERVATION  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  PROBLEMS  AND  INDICATED  THE  MOST  PRACTI- 
CABLE SOLUTIONS  FOR  THEM . THEN,  USING  THE  STATE  PLAN  AS  A GUIDE,  EACH 
DISTRICT  PREPARED  AN  INDIVIDUAL  DISTRICT  PLAN,  WHICH,  IN  TURN,  SERVED 
AS  A GUIDE  FOR  APPROVING  THE  FARMERS*  REQUESTS  FOR  COST-SHARING.  IN 

THESE  DISTRICT  PLANS,  THREE  P R I 0 R I T I E S — H I G H , MEDIUM,  AND  LOW WERE 

ASSIGNED  TO  THE  APPROVALS,  DEPENDING  ON  THE  SERIOUSNESS  OF  THE  PROBLEM 
INVOLVED  AS  INDICATED  IN  THE  I NVESTMENT PLAN. 

OF  THE  TOTAL  FEDERAL  COST-SHARES  OF  1664,437  THAT  WERE  EARNED  BY  PAR- 
TICIPATING FARMERS  UNDER  REAP,  $484,275  WERE  FOR  HIGH  PRIORITY  PRACTICES, 
$56,297  WERE  FOR  MEDIUM  PRIORITY  PRACTICES  AND  $123,865  WERE  FOR  LOW 
PRIORITY  PRACTICES.  IN  ADDITION,  THE  PARTICIPATING  FARMERS  ALSO  EARNED 
$16,344  IN  SMALL  COST-SHARE  INCREASES.

TO  BE  ELIGIBLE  TO  RECEIVE  PAYMENT,  THE  BEEKEEPER  MUST  SUBMIT  EVIDENCE
